The  financial  statements  of  the  Trust  Fund,  which  are  contained  in  Volume  2 of  the  Public  Accounts, 
reflect  a Trust  Fund  equity  of  $2,207.9  million  as  at  March  31,  1977. 

■After  provision  for  the  transfer  of  assets  as  at  March  31,  1976  and  the  transfer  of  non-renewable  re- 
source revenue  during  1976-77,  the  General  Revenue  Fund  surplus  as  at  March  31,  1976,  was  $516.6 
million  and  as  at  March  31,  1977,  $836.7  million. 

The  consolidated  surplus  of  the  Province,  combining  the  Alberta  Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fund  and  the 
General  Revenue  Fund  and  applying  the  accounting  policies  used  in  preparation  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund 
financial  statements,  was  $2,016.6  million  as  at  March  31,  1976  and  $3,008.6  million  as  at  March  31,

tNote  3 of  the  Alberta  Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fund  financial  statements  indicates  that  an  amount  of 
$3,862,174  is  receivable  from  the  Province  in  respect  of  the  1976-77  allocation  of  non-renewable 
resource  revenue.  This  amount  has  subsequently  been  adjusted  to  $3,729,620  due  to  revenue  refunds 
made  in  April  1977  applicable  to  the  1976-77  fiscal  year. 
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NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS

Note  1 Accounting  Policies 

The  Estimates  of  Expenditure  tabled  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  March  19,  1976,  presented 
the  expenditure  proposals  for  the  1976-77  fiscal  year  in  a programme  budgeting  format  with 
both  income  and  capital  account  amounts  combined  to  show  the  spending  requirements  by 
programme. 

The  statements  submitted  herein  have  therefore  been  prepared  in  the  same  format. 

The  expenditure  statements  have  also  been  changed  to  show  as  Funds  Provided  those  amounts 
appearing  in  the  Estimates  of  Expenditure,  Special  Warrants,  transfers  from  the  salary  contin- 
gency account  and  transfers  under  authority  of  Treasury  Board  minutes. 

The  income  and  capital  account  classification  of  revenue  has  lost  its  significance  because  of 
the  combination  of  expenditure  by  programme  and  has  been  discontinued. 

In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund,  revenues  are  reported  on 
a cash  basis,  being  the  actual  receipts  within  the  fiscal  period,  whereas  expenditures  include 
accounts  submitted  for  payment  up  to  and  including  April  30,  1977,  with  the  following  ex- 
ceptions: 

a)  Receipts  prior  to  March  31,  1977,  aggregating  $3,616,796  are  not  included  in  1976-77 
fiscal  year  revenue.  This  amount  consists  of: 

1)  Receipts  not  allocated  to  revenue  accounts  until  after  the 

revenue  records  were  closed  $3,042,079 

2)  Receipts  in  transit  from  branches  and  transfer  bank  accounts  not 

received  until  after  April  7,  1977,  the  final  day  for  receipt  of  funds  in  transit  574,717 


$3,616,796 


b)  Revenue  refunds  after  the  end  of  the  year  aggregating  $2,348,395  (1976:  $1,958,133) 

were  deducted  from  receipts  in  determining  revenue  for  the  year. 

c)  Refunds  of  1976-77  fiscal  year  expenditure  received  after  March  31  until  processing  of 
accounts  payable  documents  was  completed  were  applied  against  expenditures  of  that  year 
and  deducted  from  accounts  payable. 

d ) Accrued  interest  in  the  amount  of  $24,670,634  has  been  included  in  interest  revenue  figures. 
This  accrued  interest  constituted  part  of  the  assets  transferred  to  the  Alberta  Heritage 
Savings  Trust  Fund  pursuant  to  Section  4 of  The  Alberta  Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fund 
Act  and  it  was  therefore  necessary  that  it  be  recorded  as  General  Revenue  Fund  revenue. 

Cash  in  transit  from  branches  and  transfer  bank  accounts  not  remitted  to  the  General  Revenue 
Fund  bank  account  within  seven  days  after  the  year  end,  accounts  receivable  and  interest  re- 
ceivable are  shown  as  assets,  accrued  interest  on  funded  debt  and  non-renewable  resource 
revenue  to  be  transferred  to  the  Alberta  Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fund  are  shown  as  liabilities, 
for  record  purposes  only,  through  adjustment  of  the  surplus  account. 

, Accounts  receivable  reported  include  Alberta  Agricultural  Development  Corporation  and  Stu- 
dents’ Loan  Guarantee  Act  loans  implemented  and  charged  as  budgetary  expenditure. 

General  Revenue  Fund  investments  are  reported  at  aggregate  cost  or  market  value,  whichever 
is  lower.  As  at  March  31,  1977,  provision  to  reduce  the  valuation  to  market  value  was  made, 
in  the  amount  of  $ 1 0,027, 023,  by  a charge  to  the  surplus  account.  Investments  were  previously 
reported  at  cost  or  amortized  cost.  Prior  yeai  figures  have  not  been  restated  inasmuch  as 
investments  in  an  amount  of  $1,220,894,627  were  transferred  to  the  Alberta  Heritage  Savings 
1 rust  Fund  on  August  30,  1976. 

Advances  to  Revolving  Funds  are  reflected  in  the  balance  sheet  at  the  amount  advanced  by 
General  Revenue  Fund  less  provision  for  write  down  of  assets.  As  at  March  31,  1977,  the  pro- 
vision was  $46,973,061  as  compared  with  $36,082,019  as  at  March  31,  1976,  an  increase  of 
$10,891,042.  Ihe  provision,  recorded  by  a charge  to  the  surplus  account,  was  made  in  an 
amount  calculated  as  the  value  of  those  assets  held  by  the  revolving  funds  which,  if  purchased 
directly  by  the  General  Revenue  Fund,  would  have  been  recorded  as  an  expenditure  and  not  as 
an  asset  less  the  net  retained  surplus  of  the  Funds.  For  comparative  purposes  prior  year 
figures  have  been  restated  where  necessary. 

Amounts  shown  as  advances  to  the  Revolving  Funds  do  not,  in  some  instances,  agree  with  the 
published  financial  statements  of  the  Funds  appearing  in  Volume  2 of  the  Public  Accounts  inas- 
much as  amounts  paid  by  the  Province  after  March  31,  1977,  on  behalf  of  the  Funds  were 
recorded  in  the  accounts  of  the  F^rovince  as  additional  advances  whereas  some  of  the  Funds 
recorded  these  amounts  as  accounts  payable  and  not  as  Provincial  Treasurer’s  Advances. 
Advances  to  I.oan  Funds  are  reflected  in  the  balance  sheet  at  the  amount  advanced  by  the 
General  Revenue  Fund. 
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The  accounts  of  crown  corporations,  boards,  commissions  and  other  agencies  are,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board,  reflected  in  the  balance  sheet  only  to  the 
extent  of  advances  out  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund.  As  at  March  31,  1977,  the  allowance 
for  doubtful  loans  was  increased  by  $2,000,000  to  $17,000,000  by  a charge  to  the  surplus  ac- 
count to  provide  for  additional  amounts  recorded  as  loans  which  may  not  be  collected. 
Earnings  of  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  were  under-remitted  in  an  amount  of  $7,785,016 
as  at  March  31,  1977  (1976:  $3,714,707).  This  amount  has  not,  therefore,  been  included  in  the 
operating  results  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund.  As  at  March  31,  1977,  profits  appropriated  by 
the  Board  for  capital  account  and  reserve  funds  under  Section  26  of  The  Liquor  Control  Act 
totalled  $15,000,000  (1976:  $15,000,000). 

Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board  net  realizable  assets  in  an  amount  of  $8,599,432  (1976:  $6,563,352) 
have  been  included  with  General  Revenue  Fund  assets  and  liabilities  in  the  balance  sheet  and 
the  net  realizable  amount  credited  to  surplus. 

Fixed  assets  consisting  of  roads,  bridges,  ferries,  buildings,  public  works,  furniture,  equipment, 
automobiles,  etc.,  are  shown  for  balance  sheet  purposes  at  a nominal  value  of  $1. 

Sinking  fund  assets  and  General  Revenue  Fund  investments  in  debentures  issued  by  the  Province 
and  the  Alberta  Universities  Commission  are  shown  as  a deduction  from  funded  debt.  In  pre- 
vious years,  sinking  fund  assets,  other  than  investments  in  debentures  issued  by  the  Province 
and  the  Alberta  Universities  Commission,  were  included  as  assets  on  the  balance  sheet.  Prior 
year  figures  have  been  restated  to  reflect  this  change  in  presentation. 

Inasmuch  as  cents  have  been  eliminated  and  amounts  rounded: 

a)  There  may  be  minor  differences  where  the  same  item  appears  on  more  than  one  statement. 

b)  Some  statements  may  not  add  across  to  the  totals  shown. 

Note  2 Funded  Debt 

Funded  debt  includes  a U.S.  $30,000,000  issue  maturing  March  1,  1994,  payable  in  United  States 
funds  which  has  been  recorded  at  the  amount  received  on  conversion  to  Canadian  funds.  Based 
on  the  exchange  rate  at  March  31,  1977,  the  principal  amount  outstanding  would  be  approx- 
imately $500,000  (1976:  $2,570,000)  less  than  the  recorded  amount. 

Note  3 Commitments 

Under  provisions  of  The  Public  Service  Pension  Act,  The  Local  Authorities  Pension  Act,  The 
M.L.A.  Pension  Act,  and  The  Public  Service  Management  Pension  Act,  all  contributions  are 
credited  as  revenue  to  the  General  Revenue  Fund  of  the  Province  and  payments  required  under 
the  Acts  are  made  through  appropriations  therefrom.  The  payment  of  all  benefits  under  the  Acts 
is  guaranteed  by  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Alberta.  The  pension  plans  are  therefore  on 
a current  cost  basis  and  no  liability  is  shown  on  the  attached  balance  sheet  in  respect  to  the 
present  or  future  benefits  payable  under  the  Acts.  An  actuarial  valuation  of  The  Public  Service 
Pension  Act  as  at  March  31,  1969,  based  on  certain  actuarial  assumptions,  including  a valuation 
interest  rate  of  5%,  indicates  that  the  Province  had  an  unfunded  liability  of  $134,321,000  at 
that  date  in  respect  of  benefits  under  the  Act.  The  foregoing  amount  includes  the  cost  resulting 
from  the  increase  in  pensions  granted  pursuant  to  Order  in  Council  2001/69  effective  October  1, 
1969.  Events  subsequent  to  the  valuation  including  the  provision  of  increases  in  pensions  and  the 
transfer  of  management  employees  from  coverage  under  the  Act  to  the  Public  Service  Manage- 
ment Pension  Act  necessitates  a further  valuation  to  determine  the  Province’s  liability  under 
the  Act. 

The  Province  has  undertaken  to  match  gifts  collected  for  capital  fund  purposes  of  the  Alberta 
universities.  With  the  exception  of  an  amount  of  approximately  $3,200,000  representing  collec- 
tions held  at  March  31,  1977,  by  the  Universities  and  the  Three  Alberta  Universities  Capital 
Fund  Committee  the  Province  has  provided  the  funds  required  to  match  gifts  collected.  The 
Province  has  an  obligation  not  reflected  in  the  attached  balance  sheet  to  provide  matching 
grants  when  the  funds  held  by  the  Universities  and  the  Capital  Fund  Committee  are  expended 
on  capital  projects.  The  Province  also  has  a contingent  liability  in  respect  of  pledges  received 
by  the  Committee  and  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  Province’s  fiscal  year. 

As  at  March  31,  1977,  the  balance  of  Exploratory  Drilling  Incentive  Credits  established  and  not 
withdrawn  was  $16,681,170  (1976:  $15,554,901  ).  These  credits  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  com- 
panies entitled  to  them  by  deducting  the  amount  of  the  credit  from  royalty,  rental  or  other  pay- 
ments being  made  to  the  Province. 

The  Province  has  a liability  not  reflected  in  the  attached  balance  sheet  of  $4,487,245  (1976: 
$1,586,654)  in  respect  of  Geophysical  Incentive  Credits  established  pursuant  to  the  Geophys- 
ical Incentive  Program  Regulations  (Alberta  Regulation  35/75).  These  credits  may,  upon 
written  request  of  a licensee,  be  applied  in  satisfaction  of  a)  moneys  payable  by  him  pursuant 
to  dispositions  under  Part  5 of  the  Mines  and  Minerals  Act;  b)  taxes  levied  under  The 
Ereehold  Mineral  Taxation  Act.  Where  a licensee  provides  evidence  that  he  is  not  the  regis- 
tered owner  of  a mineral  right  within  the  meaning  of  The  Freehold  Mineral  Taxation  Act  or 
the  holder  of  an  agreement  under  Part  5 of  the  Mines  and  Minerals  Act  an  amount  in  money 
equivalent  to  the  amount  of  credit  established  may  be  paid  to  the  licensee. 

No  provision  is  made  in  the  accounts  for  outstanding  statutory  obligations,  future  costs  of  ongoing 
programmes,  commitments  under  construction  or  other  contracts  and  agreements  in  force  at  the 
year  end  or  future  commitments  made  by  the  Government. 
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Note  4 Contingent  Liabilities 

As  at  March  31.  1977,  debt  of  the  Alberta  Resources  Railway  Corporation  under  guarantee 
by  the  Province  amounted  to  $95,000,000  (1976:  $95,000,000).  During  the  1976-77  fiscal  year 
the  Province  contributed  $1,900,000  out  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund  of  the  Province  to  the 
sinking  fund  for  retirement  of  the  Corporation  debt.  The  foregoing  contribution  together  with 
amounts  previously  contributed  and  interest  earned  thereon  provide  a sinking  fund  aggregating 
$9,075,739  at  March  31,  1977  (1976;  $6,449,588).  The  1977-78  estimates  of  expenditure  of 
the  Province  provide  for  an  additional  $1,900,000  to  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  in  the 
fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1978. 

The  Province  has  a contingent  liability  in  respect  of  a statement  of  claim  filed  by  seven  Metis 
Settlement  Associations  under  authority  of  Order  in  Council  140/74.  It  is  contended  that  the 
Province  has  received  in  excess  of  $10,000,000  from  the  sale,  lease  or  rental,  royalties  and  fees 
from  the  petroleum  and  natural  gas  rights  on  certain  lands  and  that  the  Associations  are  entitled 
to  the  aforesaid  monies  as  well  as  all  monies  hereafter  accruing  from  these  petroleum  and  natural 
gas  rights. 

.Academic  Pension  Plan  Fund  of  The  University  of  Alberta. 

An  actuarial  valuation,  dated  October  3,  1973,  based  on  certain  actuarial  assumptions,  indi- 
cated that,  as  at  March  31,  1973,  the  Academic  Pension  Plan  Fund  assets  together  with  future 
contributions  of  present  academic  staff  members  at  The  University  of  Alberta  and  The 
University  of  Calgary,  and  contributions  to  be  made  by  the  Universities  will  eventually  be 
insufficient  by  an  amount  of  $60,922,628  to  meet  liabilities  of  the  fund. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  24,  Subsection  6,  of  The  Universities  Act,  payment  of  all 
benefits  is  guaranteed  by  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

Teachers'  Retirement  Fund 

An  actuarial  valuation  as  at  August  31,  1973,  indicates  that  Fund  assets  together  with  future 
contributions  from  teachers  of  record  at  that  date  will  be  insufficient  by  an  amount  of 
$374,329,000  to  meet  the  combined  liabilities  with  respect  to  those  teachers  and  those  al- 
ready on  pension.  This  amount  is  comprised  of: 


Teachers’  Fund  deficit  $124,846,000 

Government  Fund  deficit  249,483,000

The  above  actuarial  valuation  has  not  been  amended  to  reflect  the  results  of  subsequent  in- 
creases in  pensions  granted  pursuant  to  Orders  in  Council  issued  after  August  31,  1973. 
Under  the  provisions  of  The  Teachers’  Retirement  Fund  Act  payment  of  all  benefits  is  guar- 
anteed by  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

See  Statement  No.  15,  Details  of  Indirect  Liabilities,  for  details  of  amounts  guaranteed  by  the 
Province. 

Note  5 Subsidies 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Alberta  Act,  the  Province  receives  certain  annual  subsidies  from  the 
Government  of  Canada.  The  capital  value  of  these  subsidies  is  not  shown  as  an  asset  in  the 
balance  sheet  of  the  Province  although  there  is  a definite  annual  obligation  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  of  Canada  to  pay  certain  fixed  amounts. 

Note  6 Resources 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Natural  Resources  Agreement,  the  Government  of  Canada  transferred  to 
the  Province  on  October  I,  1930,  87,676,890  acres  of  land  including  6,406,694  acres  of  unsold 
school  lands  held  in  trust,  together  with  the  benefit  of  all  mines  and  minerals  of  the  Province 
formerly  vested  in  the  Government  of  Canada.  The  value  of  unsold  lands  and  the  value  of 
benefit  arising  from  the  natural  resources  of  the  Province  are  not  reflected  in  the  balance  sheet. 
Note  7 Federal-Provincial  Fiscal  Relations 

Under  the  provisions  of  a tax  collection  agreement  with  the  Government  of  Canada,  the 
Ciovernment  of  Canada,  as  agent  of  the  Province  will  collect  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Province 
the  income  taxes  imposed  under  The  Alberta  Income  Tax  Act  for  each  of  the  years  compris- 
ing the  term  of  the  agreement  and  remit  amounts  in  respect  thereof  to  the  Province.  All  costs, 
charges  or  expenses  incurred  in  the  collection  by  the  Government  of  Canada  of  the  taxes 
imposeil  under  the  Provincial  act  will  be  paid  by  the  Government  of  Canada. 

During  the  yetir  ended  March  31,  1977,  the  Province  received  adjusted  payments  of  $419,005,444 
and  $138,434,762  in  respect  of  individual  income  tax  and  corporation  income  tax  respectively. 
Under  The  Alberta  Income  Tax  Act  individuals  who  have  paid  rent  are  eligible  for  a Renter 
Assistance  C redit.  This  credit  is  claimed  when  income  lax  returns  are  filed  with  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada.  I he  credit  is  deductible  from  income  tax  payable  or  where  the  credit  exceeds 
amounts  owing  the  excess  is  paid  to  the  taxpayer.  Credits  claimed  are  deducted  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  from  tax  payments  made  to  the  Province.  Amounts  of  $87,953  and  $17,487,121 
in  respect  of  the  1974  and  1975  taxation  years  respectively  were  deducted  from  payments 
made  to  the  Province  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1977. 
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Under  The  Alberta  Income  Tax  Act,  taxpayers  are  entitled  to  claim  Royalty  Tax  Rebates  or 
Credits  in  respect  to  the  1974  and  subsequent  taxation  years.  Negotiations  have  been  entered 
into  with  the  Government  of  Canada  regarding  the  administration  of  the  Royalty  Tax  Rebate 
and  Credit  programme.  Amounts  of  $68,073,119  and  $177,979,064  in  respect  to  the  1974  and 
1975  taxation  years  respectively  were  deducted  from  corporation  income  tax  payments  made 
to  the  Province  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1977.  Amounts  of  $531,246  and 
$1,952,574  in  respect  to  the  1974  and  1975  taxation  years  respectively  were  deducted  from 
individual  income  tax  payments  made  to  the  Province  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31, 
1977. 

An  administration  fee  of  $200,589,  payable  to  the  Government  of  Canada  in  respect  to  the 
renter  assistance  credit  and  royalty  tax  credit  and  rebate  programmes,  was  deducted  by  the 
Government  of  Canada  from  individual  income  tax  payments  made  to  the  Province. 

Royalty  Tax  Rebates  and  Credits  and  Renter  Assistance  Credits  for  the  1976  taxation  year 
estimated  at  approximately  $21,000,000  were  deducted  by  the  Government  of  Canada  from 
April  to  September  1977,  individual  income  tax  instalment  payments  to  the  Province.  This 
amount  is  subject  to  adjustment  on  final  determination  of  the  credits  claimed. 

Royalty  Tax  Rebates  and  Credits  for  the  1976  taxation  year  estimated  at  approximately 
$99,000,000  were  deducted  by  the  Government  of  Canada  from  May  to  October  1977,  cor- 
poration income  tax  instalment  payments  to  the  Province.  This  amount  is  subject  to  adjustment 
on  final  determination  of  the  rebates  and  credits  claimed.

Amounts  receivable  and  payable  under  The  Alberta  Income  Tax  Act  are  not  reflected  in  the 
balance  sheet  of  the  Province. 

Under  the  Federal-Provincial  Fiscal  Arrangements  Act,  1972,  the  Province  is  entitled  to  receive 
Tax  Revenue  Guarantee  Payments.  Amounts  aggregating  $73,263,000  were  received  during  the 
year  (1976:  $42,049,000). 
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Under  the  provisions  of  the  Federal-Provincial  Fiscal  Arrangements  Act,  the  Province  received 
75%  of  the  Federal  estate  tax  applicable  to  the  Province.  Payments  received  by  the  Province 
during  the  year  ended  March  31,  1977  amounted  to  $1,973,128  (1976:  $654,000).  The  Federal 
Estate  Tax  Act  does  not  apply  in  the  case  of  the  death  of  any  person  whose  death  occurred 
after  1971. 

Claims  for  Post-Secondary  Education  Adjustment  Payments  under  the  Federal-Provincial 
Fiscal  Arrangements  Act  in  respect  of  the  fiscal  years  1970-71,  1971-72  and  1972-73  reflecting 
an  amount  reimbursable  to  the  Government  of  Canada  of  approximately  $30,900,000  have 
not  yet  been  finalized  nor  reflected  in  the  attached  balance  sheet.  Preliminary  estimates  of  the 
amount  payable  to  the  Province  on  account  of  the  fiscal  years  1974-75,  1975-76  and  1976-77 
total  $19,000,000. 

Note  8 91  Day  Treasury  Bills 

The  principal  amount  of  the  91  day  treasury  bills  outstanding  is  not  to  exceed  $130,000,000. 
As  at  March  31,  1977,  91  day  treasury  bills  with  a principal  value  of  $39,000,000  (sale 
price  $38,257,390)  were  outstanding. 

Note  9 Pacific  Western  Airlines  Ltd. 

During  the  year  ended  March  31,  1977,  the  Province  paid  an  amount  of  $33,888  in  respect 
to  the  purchase  of  shares  of  Pacific  Western  Airlines  Ltd.  increasing  the  total  Provincial  in- 
vestment in  this  company  to  $35,547,114.  As  at  March  31,  1977,  the  Province  owned  approxi- 
mately 99.8%  of  the  shares  of  the  company. 

Note  10  Alberta  Energy  Company 

The  Province’s  investment  in  the  Alberta  Energy  Company  Ltd.  was  transferred  to  the  Alberta 
Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fund  on  August  30,  1976. 

The  Province  leased  all  Provincially  owned  petroleum  and  natural  gas  rights  in  the  Suffield 
Block  to  Alberta  Energy  Company  Ltd.  for  $54,000,000.  An  initial  payment  of  $14,000,000  was 
received  in  November  1975  and  a further  payment  of  $10,000,000  was  received  during  the  1976- 
77  fiscal  year.  The  remainder  of  the  lease  price  is  to  be  paid  in  three  annual  instalments  of 
$10,000,000  each  beginning  one  year  after  the  Company  has  recovered  out  of  its  share  of  pro- 
duction, net  of  royalties,  an  amount  equal  to  all  costs  and  expenses  relating  to  the  Suffield 
Block,  including  interest  on  capital  investments.  If,  in  any  year  after  the  preceding  amounts  are 
paid  and  recovered  by  the  Company  out  of  its  share  of  net  production,  one  half  of  the  net  pro- 
duction proceeds  from  the  leased  rights  exceed  the  royalties  paid  or  payable  to  the  Province,  the 
Province  is  to  receive  the  difference  between  the  royalties  paid  or  payable  and  one  half  of  the 
net  production  proceeds. 

Note  1 1 Alberta  Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fund 

Pursuant  to  Sections  4 and  5 of  The  Alberta  Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fund  Act,  Chapter  2, 
Statutes  of  Alberta  1976,  assented  to  May  19,  1976,  which  established  the  Alberta  Heritage 
Savings  Trust  Fund: 

a)  An  amount  of  $1,500,000,000  was  to  be  transferred  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  to 
the  Trust  Fund  as  soon  as  practicable  after  commencement  of  the  Act. 

b)  30%  of  the  non-renewable  resource  revenue  received  in  the  1976-77  fiscal  year  was  to  be 
transferred  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  to  the  Trust  Fund. 

c)  30%  of  the  non-renewable  resource  revenue  received  in  the  1977-78  and  subsequent  fiscal 
years  is  to  be  transferred  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  to  the  Trust  Fund  if  the  transfer  is 
authorized  by  a Special  Act. 

An  amount  of  $1.5  billion  was  deducted  from  General  Revenue  Fund  surplus  as  at 
March  31,  1976,  and  recorded  as  a liability  to  provide  for  the  required  transfer  to  the  Trust 
Fund  referred  to  in  (a)  above.  The  transfer  of  assets  was  effected  August  30,  1976. 

1976-77  fiscal  year  non-renewable  resource  revenue  in  the  amount  of  $616,319,589  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  to  the  Trust  Fund  prior  to  March  31,  1977  and  has 
been  reflected  as  a reduction  of  Energy  and  Natural  Resources  Department  revenue.  An  addi- 
tional amount  of  $3,729,620  in  respect  of  1976-77  was  owing  by  the  General  Revenue  Fund  to 
the  Trust  Fund  as  at  March  31,  1977,  and  has  been  recorded  as  a liability  to  provide  for  the 
required  transfer. 

Note  12  Information  Concerning  the  Province  of  Alberta’s  Commitments  Relative  to  the  Syncrude  Project 
The  definitive  agreements  relative  to  the  Syncrude  Project  were  signed  in  Edmonton  on  April 
30,  1976. 

As  a result  of  these  agreements  the  Province  became  formally  committed  as  follows: 

1.  In  exchange  for  a 10%  equity  interest  in  the  Syncrude  joint  venture,  to  provide  10% 
of  the  funds  required  by  the  joint  venture  to  construct  and  operate  the  Syncrude  Project 
located  near  Fort  McMurray,  Alberta.  At  July  31,  1976,  the  Province’s  commitment  under 
the  construction  phase  was  estimated  to  be  $209  million  and  at  June  30,  1977,  was  esti- 
mated to  be  $214  million. 

The  Province’s  contribution  towards  this  commitment  at  March  31,  1977,  $120,214,955, 
was  financed  out  of  the  Alberta  Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fund  and  is  reflected  as  an  invest- 
ment of  the  Trust  Fund. 
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2.  To  provide  a minimum  of  $7,820,000  towards  the  cost  of  constructing  a new  bridge,  to  be 
owned  by  the  Province,  across  the  Athabasca  River.  The  Province  has  made  the  required 
contribution  towards  the  construction  costs  out  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund. 

3.  To  make  loans  to  Gulf  Oil  Canada  Ltd.  and  Canada-Cities  Services  Ltd.  of  $100  million 
each,  by  way  of  secured  Convertible  Debentures.  The  debentures  carry  the  option  to  con- 
vert the  loan  to  an  interest  in  the  borrower’s  equity  in  the  joint  venture. 

At  March  31,  1977,  loans  had  been  made  to  Gulf  Oil  Canada  Ltd.  of  $63,700,000  and  to 
Canada-Cities  Services  Ltd.  of  $57,127,000  out  of  the  Alberta  Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fund. 
In  addition,  a commitment  which  may  be  assigned,  has  been  made  to  provide  financing  for 
offsite  accommodation  for  Syncrude  Canada  Ltd.  employees.  Northward  Developments  Ltd.,  a 
company  which  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  providing  offsite  housing,  is  owned  by  the  par- 
ticipants in  the  Syncrude  Project,  or  their  affiliates,  in  the  same  ratio  as  they  presently  participate 
in  the  Syncrude  joint  venture.  At  September  30,  1977  the  amount  estimated  to  be  required  for 
capital  purposes  was  $172  million  of  which  approximately  $101.5  million  will  be  provided  by 
the  Alberta  Home  Mortgage  Corporation,  with  the  source  of  the  balance  being  subject  to 
final  negotiation.  The  Alberta  Home  Mortgage  Corporation  has  also  guaranteed  a bank  revolv- 
ing line  of  credit  for  Northward  Developments  Ltd.  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $30,000,000. 
The  total  amount  provided  is  to  be  recovered  from  repayments  to  be  made  by  the  purchasers 
of  the  housing  units. 

Further  commitments  which  had  been  made  by  the  Province  have  been  assumed  as  follows: 

1.  The  responsibility  for  the  construction  of  the  utilities  plant  required  to  operate  the  Syncrude 
Project  was  assumed  by  A.E.C.  Power  Ltd.,  an  Alberta  company  in  which  Alberta  Energy 
Company  Ltd.  holds  two-thirds  of  the  issued  shares. 

Under  the  Agreement  whereby  A.E.C.  Power  Ltd.  is  to  construct,  own  and  operate  the 
utilities  plant  there  is  provision  that,  if  prior  to  completion  of  the  construction  phase  of 
the  Syncrude  Project,  the  Syncrude  participants  give  notive  to  A.E.C.  Power  Ltd.  that  the 
construction  phase  of  the  Project  will  not  be  completed  the  Participants  may  elect  to  either: 

a)  reimburse  the  Company  for  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  respect  of  the  utilities 
plant  or 

b)  purchase  the  utilities  plant. 

Order  in  Council  602/76  dated  June  1,  1976,  approves  the  execution  of  guarantees,  on 
behalf  of  the  Province,  of  the  payment,  when  due,  of  the  principal  and  interest  on  any 
indebtedness  of  the  A.E.C.  Power  Ltd.  incurred  for  the  purposes  of  financing  the  construc- 
tion of  the  utilities  plant,  to  become  effective,  if,  at  any  time  after  completion  of  the  con- 
struction phase  of  the  Syncrude  Project  the  Syncrude  Participants  give  A.E.C.  Power  Ltd. 
notice  that  the  Syncrude  Project  has  been  abandoned. 

Under  authority  of  the  Order  in  Council,  the  Province  has  entered  into  agreements  to 
guarantee  loans  totalling  $250  million.  As  at  March  31,  1977,  loans  aggregating  $159  mil- 
lion subject  to  the  Province’s  guarantee  had  been  made  by  A.E.C.  Power  Ltd. 

2.  The  responsibility  for  the  construction,  or  acquisition,  of  a pipeline  for  the  transportation 
of  synthetic  crude  oil  was  assumed  by  Alberta  Oil  Sands  Pipeline  Ltd.,  an  Alberta  com- 
pany wholly  owned  by  Alberta  Energy  Company  Ltd. 

Under  the  Agreement  whereby  Alberta  Oil  Sands  Pipeline  Ltd.  is  to  construct,  own  and 
manage  the  pipeline  there  is  provision  that: 

a)  if,  prior  to  completion  of  the  construction  phase  of  the  Syncrude  Project,  the  Syncrude 
Participants  give  notice  to  the  Company  that  the  construction  phase  of  the  Project  will 
not  be  completed,  the  Participants  may  elect  to  either; 

i)  reimburse  the  Company  for  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  respect  of  the  pipe- 
line or 

ii)  purchase  the  pipeline. 

b)  If,  at  any  time  after  completion  of  the  construction  phase  of  the  Syncrude  Project,  the 
Participants  give  notice  to  the  Company  that  the  Syncrude  Project  has  been  adandoned, 
the  Participants  shall  guarantee  the  remaining  outstanding  debt  incurred  by  the  Com- 
pany for  the  financing  of  the  pipeline. 

An  option,  previously  held  by  the  Province,  to  acquire,  within  certain  time  constraints,  between 
5%  and  20%  of  the  equity  in  the  Syncrude  joint  venture,  has  been  assigned  to  the  Alberta 
Energy  Company  Ltd.  In  the  event  of  the  exercise  of  this  option,  the  percentage  interest  of 
the  present  participants  in  the  joint  venture  will  be  reduced  pro-rateably. 

When  the  Syncrude  Project  reaches  the  operating  phase  the  Province  will  have  a direct  50% 
interest,  in  lieu  of  a royalty,  in  the  deemed  net  profits  of  the  joint  venture.  Such  50%  interest 
may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Province,  be  taken  in  product,  or  sold  by  the  participants  on 
behalf  of  the  Province. 

The  Province  has  an  irrevocable  option,  which  may  only  be  exercised  once,  to  convert  its  50% 
interest  in  the  deemed  net  profit  to  a 71/2%  interest  in  the  gross  production  of  the  Project.  This 
interest,  also,  may  be  taken  in  product,  or  sold  by  the  Participants  on  behalf  of  the  Province. 
Both  of  the  above  referred  to  interests  are  subject  to  a requirement  that  30%  of  the  Province’s 
non-renewable  resource  revenue  be  transferred  to  the  Alberta  Heritage  Savings  Trust  Fund, 
provided  that  the  transfer  is  authorized  by  a Special  Act. 
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When  the  Syncrude  Project  reaches  the  operating  phase,  the  Alberta  Heritage  Savings  Trust 
Fund  will  have  a 10%  interest  in  the  production  through  the  equity  participation.  All  costs  and 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  joint  venture  are  to  be  borne 
and  paid  for  by  the  Participants  in  proportion  to  their  respective  interests  in  the  joint  venture. 

Note  13  Energy  Resources  Research 

During  the  year  ended  March  31,  1977,  the  Province  received  a total  of  $24,000,000  from  the 
Government  of  Canada  in  respect  of  the  March  1974  Federal-Provincial  agreement  on  crude 
oil  prices  that  were  to  prevail  in  Canada  during  the  period  April  1,  1974  to  June  30,  1975.  In 
consideration  of  the  agreement,  the  federal  government  has  committed  to  provide  an  amount  of 
approximately  $145,000,000  to  the  Province  over  the  six  year  period  1977  to  1982.  Two-thirds 
of  the  funds  provided  are  to  be  spent  on  energy-related  research  projects  and  the  remaining  one- 
third  is  to  be  expended  on  transportation  capital  projects.  $20,000,000  of  the  funds  received 
during  the  year  were  for  transportation  capital  construction  and  $4,000,000  for  energy-related 
research  projects.  All  of  the  monies  received  were  recorded  as  “Government  of  Canada  — 
Energy  Resources  Research”  revenue  of  the  Treasury  Department.
